from which she led 


three other prisoners in a bold 
escape one rainy night in June. 
. Velma and Mary Ellen Richards, 
another of the Ohio fugitives, were 
arrested quietly in the market sec- 
tion hist night, not far from where 
they had worked in a tavern. De- 
tectives C. O. Buchanan, J. E. Dan- 
iel and Ben Samford walked up to 
the women and took them off to 
jail 
The detectives had had in- 


formation the fugitives were here. 


They did not elaborate on their 


information but Velma told a re- 
reporter the officers related someone 
had recognized her from newspaper 
pictures. 


The capture ended a nation-wide 


search for the quartet who vanished 
into the rainy night of June 19. 
Velma said they used a set of keys 
to open the gates but did not say 
how they were obtained.

was to notify his distraught parents. 


Mrs Fendler, "the happiest moth- 


er in the world" to hear her son's 
voice again, waited impatiently to 
see her boy, perhaps today.

OW much wiser and happier we all would be if we simply would take 
things as they come to us from day to day. 
Montaigne wrote in one of his essays: “I love rainy and dirty weather 
as ducks do. The change either of air or climate doth nothing distemper 
me.’’ He took life as it came to him and foftnd no fault. 
He blamed 
most of his misfortunes upon his own unwise acts. 
The evil behind all fear is being fearful. Worry has n'ever changed 
an event in all the history of time. Most of the things worried about 
never happen anyway. 
We need to be calmly armed against all occur­ 
rences. but not with fear or worry. 
Contrariwise, with courage and a 
high heart! 
It has been said that “the good die young.” But so do the bad! Auld 
the good and bad both live to ripe old age. Life is like that. Depressions 
come — but they pass 
They always have. 
The informed take things 
as they come because they have a backward and forward vision, 
A great American — born in Canada — was once operated upon at 
the Mayo Clinic in Rochester. Minnesota. After he had gained conscious­ 
ness he was told that there was no hope. He merely smiled arid exclaimed: 
“I accept.” His name was Franklin K. Lane. 
We know that we are travelling down a road 
We know that we shall 
meet difficulties — streams to ford, hills to climb, apparently impossible 
situations to meet, and sometimes we are bound to lose our way. Darkness 
will hover about us. 
We can only take things as they come and travel 
on _ guided by our unfaltering purpose and our abiding faith. 
We cannot contest with Fate. We are all children of destiny — and 
“it doth not appear what we shall be” nor what our end may be. 
We 
can only, as Stevenson has written, “travel hopefully.” 
“Let no youth have an anxiety about the upshot of his education 
whatever the line may be,” wrote William James in his great essay on 
Habit. 
“If he keeps faithfully busy each hour of the working day, he 
may safely leave the final result to itself. He can with perfect certainty 
count on waking up some fine morning, to find himself one of the com­ 
petent ones of his generation.” 
By taking things as they come, and doing our best to make them 
come right, we can face the future with confidence and a happy hope.

W.P.A. officials said today that a 
study of the new relief act in 
operation indicated that some states 
may curtail projects materially after 
the first of the year, when they 
become responsible for 25 per cent 
of the cost. 
“We are getting some pretty loud 
squawks,” 
officials said, "against 
the provision 
that state WPA. 
officers may require varying amounts 
of local contributions to a project, 
as long as the state total amounts 
to 25 per cent of the outlay for all 
projects within its borders when the 
program Ls completed. 
Sources of this information pre­ 
ferred to remain anonymous pend­ 
ing further experience with th * new 
law, but they appeared convinced 
that next year fewer communities 
would contribute more than the 2o 
per cent, required of the state. 
"It well may be.” they said, “that 


the minimum contribution will be­ 
come the maximum.” 
Those developments seemed 
to 
W.P.A. officials to refute earlier be­ 
liefs that localities with sufficient- 
resources might be willing to con­ 
tribute much more than 25 per cent 
and permit a distressed neighbor to 
obtain W.P.A projects on "token 
sponsorship.’’ 
The latter would include con­ 
tributions of a city truck, a barrel 
of cement or the services of a city 
engineer The small and large con­ 
tributions would be balanced against 
each other for a grand total of 25 
per cent on all projects within the 
state. 
Officials said also that the new 
building restrictions appeared likely 
to hamper WP.A. construction o 
larger schools, city halls, armories1 
and similar projects. 
The new law limits government 
contribution to $50,000 on federal 
buildings and to $52,000 on non­ 
federal 
buildings. 
Heretofore, 
50 
per cent of the total cost of building 
construction has been paid by the 
W P A. on projects approximating 
more than $100,000 each.
